ASC measures up to tiie stand- 
ards for accreditation set by 
the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. Of 
eleven standards nine apply to 
Armstrong: 1) Statement of 
purpose of the institution. 2) 
Or gani ^ ati on and adm i ni s t ra- 
tive pattern, 3) Educational 
p ro gram ( adm i s si on s, cu rri- 
culum and grading system), 4) 
Financial resources, 5) Com- 
petency of the faculty, 6) 
Library, 7) Student personnel, 
8) Phy si cal plant (exi stin g 
and planned facilities), 9) 
Special activities (extension 
woik, off -campus centers and 
community services). Concern- 
ing these standards, president 
Ashmore says the college 
more than meets the require- 
ments in all areas except the 
library. The crash program to 
build up the library for accredi- 
tation will reach its goal of 
50,000 volumes by the end of 
this year. More important, 
says Dr, Ashmore, is the fact 
that more money has been al- 
lotted for the purchase of 
books next year than was made 
available this year. By the 
end of 1969 it is predicted 
that the library will have over 
P 5,000 volumes. 

On Wednesday the committee 
will present an oral report of 
their findings to President 
Ashmore. The written report 
will not be ready for two 
months or more after the com, 
mit tee's visit. In November 
the report will be studied and 
the decision or accreditation 
made. 

If the school is accredited 
the decision will be retroactive 
to benefit the class of 1968. 
the first graduating class of 
Armstrong State College.
